eiuei J.M. Bik: "Neither Yes Nor No, but Still an Opinion on the Cruise 
Missile" 


[ Text | Hattem, 10 May -- Neither yes nor no, but still an opinion. This is 
approximately how, on Saturday, a majority of the CDA [ Christian Democratic 
Appeal | party council wanted people to understand their position about the 
possible future deployment of cruise missiles in the Netherlands. Two and a 
half years after the so-called NATO double decision of December 1979, specifi- 
cally a plan for the modernization of medium range nuclear weapons and a si- 
multaneous offer of negotiations concerning such weapons to Moscow, the dis- 
cussion within the CDA seems scarcely changed. The Christian democrats were 
the ind still are so divided that either a yes or a no could lead to an in- 
ternal break-up, exactly as was the case in the spring of 1979. 


Understandably, that Saturday in Hattem parliamentary party leader Lubbers 

put it differently to his party council. Anyone willing to do so could see 
that he had turned the CDA necessity into a virtue. To say no already, as the 
PvdA [Labor Party | among others does, would weaken the negotiating position of 
the United States and could eliminate the willingness of the Soviet Union to 
make concessions. 


The conclusion seems to be that in that case, and given the negotiating offer 
of NATO, it would have been better to have said or still to say yes to deploy- 
ment. All the more so as meanwhile, thanks to, rather than in pite of, the 
modernization decision of NATO, Moscow has taken up the offer. But no, to say 
yes already, as the VD [People's Party for Freedom and Democracy| does, would 
not be good either, thinks Lubbers. 


"(n spite of what others say about it, the CDA policy relative to medium range 
weapons is clear. First negotiate, then decide. These negotiations are now 
geared to the zero option, just as we wanted in 1979. That is a reason for 
satisfaction. Not for conceit." 


Now the same Lubbers has said something quite different. At the end of last 
year, for example, when he called for keeping the distance from the FRG as 
small as possible if by the end of 1983 it were to proceed with the deployment 
of its assigned share of the NATO nuclear arms modernization, specifically if 








no or as yet insufficient results have been achieved in the negotiations with 
the Soviet Union. 


But if the Dutch administration were to want to make a decision accordingly, 
then it would no longer exist because the PvdA would not cooperate with this 
no matter what. Hence, as far as that is concerned, the changed nuance in the 
story of the CDA parliamentary party leader is not surprising. 


What is noteworthy in the CDA discussion on the modernization problem -- see 
above mentioned quotation -- is that in fact, of the NATO double decision still 
only the negotiation offer is being accepted. The fact that the NATO decision, 
made at the request of Western Europe, at the time also had something to do 
with West European security needs is not or is barely expessed in the CDA 
discussion. 


The extent to which this side of the matter has been ignored, became evident 
in recent years when CDA members of parliament pontificated that if the United 
States were not to negotiate quickly or well enough with the Soviet Union, 
then the Netherlands should not make a positive deployment decision, more or 
less "as punisment." 


Such statements arouse the question as to whose security would actually be at 
stake with such a punishment. 


Furthermore, something else is remarkable about the Dutch position and its 
deviation from its allies. And that is the fact that in our small NATO country 
rather little attention is being given to what the (larger) partners consider 
to be the meaning of the double NATO decision. The national analyses in this 
respect, even though born out of party political needs, are constantly 
weightier in the Netherlands and are experienced and implemented as urgently 
applicable. As a rule, the NATO partners, who see only a stalemate among the 
Dutch coalition partners in the Hague, have their own thoughts about it, which 
as a matter of fact could be concluded from a few ministerial NATO communiques 
issued at the end of last week. 


Disarmed 


As a matter of fact, such a CDA party council meeting about such an emotional 
issue is a distinctive experience. A procession of usually moderately infomed 
party colleagues, with 2 minutes of speaking time per person, file past the 
microphones. 


Afterwards, in notably longer speeches from behind the committee table, they 
are suavely disarmed or invited to change the texts of resolutions. And the 
latter takes place then, in rather a hurry, with thoughts on train schedules.

DISCOVERY OF LARNACA ARMS CACHE AWAKENS SUSPICION 
Discovery Made 
Nicosia CYPRUS MAIL in English 22 May 82 p l 


[Text] The Larnaca police have unearthed a big arms cache comprising 14 
automatic weapons of various types, including bren and sten guns and Czech 
Kalaznikovs, a huge quantity of rounds of ammunition, dynamite and one home 
made bomb which was detonated by police explosives disposal experts. 


Our Larnaca correspondent reports that the discovery was made after a search 
by police in the premises of Kyriacou Nicola Kouppi, a woman aged 76, in the 
Gen. Thimmaya Avenue of Larnaca. She has been arrested. 


The cache was in a stable of the house and was well covered with earth. An 
excavator and police dogs were used. 


The woman is the mother of Kyriacos Nicola Kouppi who is serving a life term 
for the killing of George Photiou in Larnaca in April 1973 during the period 


preceding the coup. 
EOKA B Arms Claimed

[Text] The discovery of the EOKA B arms cache in Larnaca, with automatic 
weapons in excellent condition and ready for immediate use justifies the 
intense concern of the patriotic democratic forces and completely corrobo- 
rates the recent statements made by the AKEL secretary general about plans 
by coupist elements to provoke new trouble for this unfortunate country. 


For a whole week the extreme right attempted to present the AKEL secretary 
general's denunciations and his appeal to the AKEL congress for vigilance 
as preelectoral propaganda and dangerous rumor-mongering.

TRADE WITH USSR--Since 1961 trade between Cyprus and USSR has increased from 
$1.3 million to $56.6 million, the director of the Soviet pavilion at the 7th 
Cyprus International State Fair, Mr Alexander Pavlov, said at a press con- 
ference there. Mr Pavlov said Soviet exports to Cyprus have reached $34.4 
million leaving the imports from Cyprus at $22.2 million. The Soviet Union 
is represented this year at the fair by 18 organisations of foreign trade. 
Mr Pavlov said that the relations between the two countries are based on 
mutual cooperation and friendship. In 1977 a long term trade agreement was 
signed between Cyprus and the USSR to further their economic relations, 

Mr Pavlov said. The two countries also cooperate in tourism and culture. 
The Soviets supply Cyprus with mazut, machinery, cars, and timber while 
Cyprus sells wines, shoes, clothes and raisins.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION RISES, INFLATION SEEN CONTAINED 
Athens TA NEA in Greek 7 May 82 p 12 


[Text] The industrial production index appears improved (3.5 percent in- 
crease), as does the building activity index (8.2 percent increase), in the 
first two months and three months of 1982, correspondingly. In addition, 
inflation in the first four months, despite the appreciable increase in 
March and April, was held at a lower level than last year's (a 7.3 percent 
increase, versus 8 percent in 1981 and 9.6 percent in 1980). 


More specifically, the industrial production index rose 3.5 percent in the 
first two months of 1982, while it had decreased by 6.1 percent in the cor- 
responding period of 1981. 


The overall production of mines, industry, electricity and gas increased by 
4.5 percent (5.2 percent decrease in 1981). The most signinficant increase 
was seen in the general index of mines (27.9 percent), while the electricity 
production index was up 4.9 percent. 


Building activity in the first three months of 1982 rose 8,2 percent, whereas, 
for all of 1981, it showed a decrease, In the Attiki area, the increase was 
17.3 percent. The greatest increases were in Thraki, 70.9 percent, and the 
Peloponnisos, 38.5 percent. Decreases were seen in Ipeiros, 21.6 percent, 

and Makedonia, 20 percent. 


The April price index was up three percent compared to the previous month, 
versus increases of two percent in 1981 and three percent in 1980. The 
three-percent increase in April is considered satisfactory for the course of 
inflation in 1982, if it is taken into account that probably more than one 
percentage point is due to the effects of the tax bill. This means that the 
other inflationary factors did not change. 


Actually, the average inflation rate is much smaller than in the two previous 
years--20.7 percent, versus 25.5 percent in 1981 and 24.0 percent in 1980. 


Referring in more general terms to the course of inflation, Minister of Coordi- 
nation Ap. Lazaris stressed that we must not forget the favorable effects 

which will result from a declining pressure due to the approximately 35-billion 
decrease in deficits of public organizations, nor should we forget the positive 
influence of the increase in production which will arise from the government's 
policy of strengthening demand.

EEC SUBVENTION--In the first four months of 1982, our country has collected 
5.9 billion drachmas from the EEC European Regional Development Fund, from 

a 1982 portion totalling 13.6 billion, The rate of absorption is approximately 
43 percent and shows the preparation Greece had made for free financing of 
various investment programs in both the public and private sector. These 
amounts were announced on 5 May by Deputy Minister of Coordination Roumeliotis 
who stressed that, with the other 2 billion sent in the last two months of 
1981, under the PASOK government, the amount totals 7.9 billion drachmas and 
has been allocated for financing the following works: 3.4 billion for the 
public investments program; 1.8 billion for OTE [Greek Telecommunications 
Organization] investment programs; 84 million for OSE [Railways Organization 
of Greece]; 173 million for DEI [Public Power Corporation]; and 3.4 billion 
for the Hellenic Industrial Development Bank [ETVA].

INFLATION RATE MAY TRIGGER SALARY INCREASES

[Text ] The specter of wage increases has begun to worry government officials. 
To prevent the Consumer Price Index (CPI) from exceeding the 6.09 points al- 
lowed for in the National Employment Agreement for the first half of the 
year, some administration officials are pushing controls. Optimists and 
pessimists alike agree that prices should be held at bay in view of this 
possibility. It is not necessary to manipulate the CPI for that purpose; the 
dual solution utilized in the past would be sufficient: roll back planned 
increases and reduce the amount of those subject to regulation. 


The need for new percentage controls will be determined, according to 
informed sources, after analyzing the April CPI, which will be released in a 
few days. Administration sources hope it will not reach last year's 1 percent 
mark. During the first quarter of the year, che cumulative increase was 4.1 
percent (1.5 percent in March, 0.8 percent in February and 1.8 percent in 
January). Thus, the existing margin for May and June, if the April results 
come out as expected, would be less than 1 point. The increments for the 
2-month period were greater than 1.6 percent in 1981 and 2.3 percent in 1980. 


In this regard, DIARIO 16 yesterday published the following confidential infor- 
mation: "The CPI for the month of March was in error; instead of 1.5 percent, 
the real figure was 1.3 percent. The error was committed by a Statistics offi- 
cial who gave the wrong weight to the rise in telephone rates. The mistake 
was discovered by Garcia Diez himself (the economic vice president of the 
government); he did not trust any of the official data. Now the INE is 
revising its earlier studies." 


During the first querter, requests for increases in prices subject to regula— 
tion, which make up approximately 20 percent of the price index, were 
approved without serious problems. 


Although the cuts were less than those suggested by the Superior Pricing 
Board (JSP), electric, telephone and postal rates were given the go-ahead, as 
were transportation prices and others. 








Moreover, no great obstacles confronted the free prices that are susceptible 
to government influence primarily through the regulation of the market, such 
as food prices. 


Prices On Hold 


In recent weeks, however, a certain sluggishness has been noted in the adminis- 
tration. The Government's Delegated Commission has not approved a single re- 
quest in 20 days, and one of the last ones to receive authorization--raising 
national airfares by 12 percent--will not be put into effect until early 
July. Its impact on the CPI, however, is minimal. 


Of greater importance are the health care rates (in the last 2 years medical 
care has accounted for 0.25 percent and 0.28 percent of the CPI). They have 
been awaiting authorization for nearly half the year, although various insur- 
ance companies have not waited (see the EL PAIS edition of Thursday 13 May). 


Nor is the administration favorably disposed toward the aims of the pharma- 
ceutical industry, whose request for a raise of nearly 30 percent is not 
likely to be approved before 1983. Pharmaceuticals accounted for 0.15 percent 
and 0.18 percent of the CPI in 1980 and 1981, respectively. 


Similarly, prices of staples such as bread, sugar and sunflower oil, some 
pending review in June, will almost certainly be spread out after July in all 
cases. 


In the past 2 years, bread caused the index to jump by 0.24 percent and 0.32 
percent; fats and oils led to rises of 0.27 percent and 0.47 percent; and 
Sugar and its byproducts, 0.16 percent and 0.22 percent. 


Index and Prices 


The other way to manipulate the prices not subject to regulation (that is, 
subject to the systems of authorization or communication) is more or less 
effective. 


The attached chart shows how the spectacular halt of June 1981 (an increase 
of only 0.1 percent, after the previous year's 1.6 percent) ruled out any 
wage hike, thanks to a drop of 0.8 percent in the food category. 


"There is always an understanding concerning agricultural products so that 
neither the producer nor the consumer will be hurt," a high official with 
pricing responsibilities commented when discussing the possibility of some- 
thing similar happening in the coming months. 


The understanding became particularly entrenched last year with chicken and 
egg producers. According to a source at the National Statistics Institute, 
the administration talked with the four or five principal producers who dom- 
inate the market; they agreed to a delay of a few weeks in the increases. 


This explains why the CPI reached 2 points the following month, the highest 
level of the year, as a result of these and other prices whose impacts were 
delayed. 














Moderation Sacrificed 


Nevertheless, these measures do not get to the root of the problem. Although 
moderation was practiced in wage hikes, and the inflation target for 1981 was 
13 percent, the fiscal year finished with a jump of 14.4 percent in the CPI. 


The 0.7 points that were shaved from the previous year's inflation rate of 
15.1 percent, it has since been learned, were entirely attributable to the 
slackening of energy prices; the latter's impact on the CPI, in direct terms 
only, went from 2.003 to 1.411 points. 


This year appears to be headed down the same road, but on a worse footing. 
Some are already predicting the failure of the only successful economic 
policy in recent times: the fight against inflation. 


In the first quarter, the cumulative increase in the CPI was 4.1 percent, as 
opposed to 4.6 percent in 1981 and 4.2 percent in 1980. What is worrisome is 
that this has happened at a time when the direct impact of energy prices 
(0.27 percent between last January and March), according to official figures, 
was nearly 0.7 percent less than that of the first quarter of 1981 (0.93 per- 
cent). What good has moderation in wage demands done? 


Judging by the statistics on collective bargaining between the administration 
and unions, wages have risen this year by more than 4 points less than the 
1981 CPI; furthermore, they lagged nearly 2 points behind the index initially 
predicted for 1982 (12 percent). 


Optimists and Pessimists 


The optimistic version is presented by the Economic Ministry's director 
general of economic planning, Anselmo Calleja. He feels that this year ''we 
are doing quite a bit better in food prices, while the rest is performing 
similarly." 


In his opinion, the fiscal year will close with a CPI of 12 to 12.5 percent, 
because the positive effects of wage moderation have not yet been felt. They 
will turn up in lower costs to businesses. 


Calleja does not believe wages will be raised, because two other factors 
point to a slowdown in prices: the downward trend in raw materials prices, 
which is quite sharp, and the drop in oil prices. He added, however, ''We 
should be very careful about unjustified price increases." 


Sources at the General Office of Domestic Trade, whose function is to sound 
the alarm about food prices, indicated also that there is no reason to fear a 
wage hike, because food prices are not presenting any surprises and the 
predictions about spring-summer fruits and vegetables have not been proven 
wrong. No increases due to seasonal factors are foreseen, either. 


Other sources, though, including some in the administration itself, are pes- 


simistic. They feel that a wage increase is inevitable, and do not see infla- 
tion falling below 14 percent this year.

The arguments most often repeated by these people are that food prices, after 
a few months' respite, will resume the upward trend of the last 2 or 3 years, 
due to poor harvests and the damages caused by frosts and droughts; that the 
World Soccer Championship will push up prices just as summer tourism does, 
more for psychological reasons than from a real influx of tourists; and that 
the rise in the cost of money for businesses in general will cancel out modera- 
tion in wage demands unless the latter is translated directly into benefits. 


They add that the expansive monetary policy prompted by the public sector 
deficit and actions taken by banks, could by itself make up for any inroads 


against inflation.

CHANGES CITED IN LAW ON GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 22 Apr 82 p 9 


[Text] Work has been completed on the discipline related sections of the law 
proposal which is to bring changes to Law 657 pertaining to government employees. 
In this context, it has been stipulated that employees leaving their agencies 
for reasons of military service will be considered to be on leave without pay 
and will resume their former positions upon completion of their military ser- 
vice. 


The law proposal also doubles the duration of certain kinds of employee leave. 
The section pertaining to employee leave within the law proposal that brings 
changes to Law 657 concerning government employees reads as follows: 


"Female employees shall receive 3 weeks leave prior to childbirth and 8 weeks 
leave following the date of childbirth. Following this period, female employees 
will receive 1.5 hours maternity leave per day for a period of 6 months. Upon 
request by the employee, 5 days leave shall be given to an employee who is 
getting married, who has an offspring who is getting married or in the event of 
the death of an employee's mother, father, spouse, child or sibling. Employees 
who while on the job or in the course of duty become the victims of attack or 
accident or contract an occupational disease will be considered on leave for 
the duration of their recovery regardless of their length of seniority. Em 
ployees who are drafted into military service will be considered on unpaid 
leave for the duration of their military service without remaining attached 

to the location of employment" (i.e. An employee who is drafted may be transfer- 
red from his job while absent for military service.). 


Types of disciplinary measures as well as actions and conditions requiring the 
imposition of disciplinary measures have been listed as follows: 


Warnings are written statements to an employee that request greater attention 

by the employee to the performance of duties. The following actions and con- 
ditions require the utilization of a warning as a disciplinary measure: Irre- 
sponsibility towards the job or lack of organization while on the job, persis- 
tent contact beyond indicated guidelines with individuals other than clients or 
persons arriving for work purposes while on the job; lack of courtesy and in- 
jurious conduct towards colleagues, subordinates or clients; engaging in written 
correspondence and contacts for the purpose of causing delay and waste in matters 
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that have been clearly defined in laws, charters, guidelines, decisions and 
orders; unjustified failure to provide timely replies to questions that are 
asked; dress and appearance incompatible with that of a government official 
while on the job; undertaking activities that are not work related during work 
hours and failure to provide adequate attention to the training of subordinates. 


Reprimands are written statements to an employee that indicate that the employee 
is deemed to be at fault in matters relating to work or personal behavior. The 
following actions and conditions require the utilization of a reprimand as a 
disciplinary measure: Failure to come to work on any work day without leave 

or excuse that is acceptable to the employing agency, lack of courtesy to super- 
visors while on the job, the utilization of government owned tools and materials 
for personal business, failure to report to the employing agency within 15 days 
any gainful activity that is disallowed to government employees by the Law on 
Government Employees and the founding laws for agencies in the event that such 
gainful activities are undertaken by the employee's spouse or dependent children 
who are not of legal age, verbal assault or insult towards colleagues at the 
workplace or elsewhere, incitation of others towards such behavior, the writing 
of immoral statements on workplaces or on furniture within workplaces, the 
introduction into the workplace or the passession of any publication banned by 
entrusted authorities and failure to comply with economy measures implemented 

by the agency. 


Reductions in pay involve cuts from the monthly salary of the employee that may 
not exceed one third of the net amount of the salary in question. The following 
actions and conditions require the utilization of a reduction in pay as a dis- 
ciplinary measure: 


The removal, tearing or defacing of announcements, programs or other materials 
posted by order or consent of a superior; the making of alterations to dccuments 
obtained in connection with responsibilities; the use of altered documents, 
allowing others to use altered documents; alcoholic intoxication upon arrival 

to work or the drinking of alcoholic beverages at the workplace; two to three 
consecutive days of absence from the workplace without an excuse that is accep- 
table to the employing agency and the use of government owned motor vehicles 

for personal activities. 





Bringing a short term halt to a government employee's career advancement in- 
volves a one year interruption of the employee's promotions in rank and grade. 
This penalty also prohibits the employee from taking part in competitive examin- 
ations or selection processes for purposes of career advancement during the one 
year period. The following actions and conditions require the bringing of a 
short term halt to a government employee's career advancement as a disciplinary 
measure: 


Failure to report to work for four to six consecutive days without authorization 
or without an excuse that is acceptable to the employing agency, personal be- 
havior while on the job that is of a nature that undermines the respect and 

trust required by official positions, engaging in gainful activities that are 
prohibited to government employees as indicated by the Law on Government Em- 
ployees and the founding laws for agencies, the making of statements or providing 
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of information concerning public responsibilities to the press, the news agencies 
or to radio and television agencies without being designated for such tasks; the 
requesting of gifts directly or through an intermediary, the accepting of gifts 
intended as a means of securing favors even while not on duty, the requesting 
and accepting of loans from clients, the preparation of scientifically inaccurate 
and untruthful (medical) reports or rest reports, the obtaining of (medical) 
reports or rest reports that are in contradiction with prevailing administrative 
practice and scientific standards for the purpose of hindering the performance 
of duties and the delivery of services. 


Bringing a long term halt to a government employee's career advancement involves 
a three year interruption of the employee's promotions in rank and grade. This 
penalty also prohibits the employee from taking part in competitive examinations 
or selection processes for purposes of career advancement during the three year 
period. The following actions and conditions require the bringing of a long 
term halt to a government employee's career advancement as a disciplinary 
measure: 


Failure to report to work for seven to nine consecutive days without authoriza- 
tion or without an excuse that is acceptable to the employing agency, to obtain 
directly of through an intermediary and in any capacity an advantage from ac- 
tivities that are related to the responsibilities of the employee, the activities 
of the agency or that are subject to administration by the employee; the boy- 
cotting or occupation of the workplace as well as participation in work slow 
downs or passive resistance for reasons other than political or ideological 
objectives and in a manner that hinders the delivery of public services; the 
holding of meetings, delivery of speeches and the organizing of activities such 
as conferences, concerts, plays, ceremonies and forums at the workplace without 
the authorization of the chief of the agency and verbal assault against col- 
leagues and officials during the performance of duties or because of such per- 
formance. 


Exclusion from the agency involves the removal of a government employee from an 
agency on a basis that does not allow for any future appointment to that agency. 
The following actions and conditions require the utilization of removal from 
the agency as a disciplinary measure: 


The use of narcotics, engaging in activities that are prohibited by the Law on 
Government Employees in connection with the ban on strikes, utilizing diplomatic 
status to engage in activities outside of the country that would be categorized 
as smuggling by local laws, conducting searches at the workplace or in adjoining 
areas, assuming possession of other individual's property, activities such as 
knowingly opening mail belonging to other individuals, encouraging others to 
engage in such activities or to play a part in such activities. 


Exclusion from government employee status involves the permanent removal of an 
individual from government employee status. The following actions and conditions 
require exclusion from government employee status as a disciplinary measure: 


The unauthorized disclosure of information or documents that pertain to external 
or internal security or to the delivery of public services and that must remain 
secret for reasons of public interest, engaging in shameful activities that are 
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not compatible with government employee status, the writing of ideological or 
politically motivated writings on workplaces or on furniture within workplaces, 
verbally engaging in ideological propaganda, the drawing and posting of pictures, 
emblems and etc., abandoning the workplace in violation of orders to the con- 
trary and before the arrival on duty of replacement personnel in areas affected 
by war, martial law, a declared state of emergency or a disaster, failure to 
report to work for a total of 30 days within a year without authorization or 
without an excuse that is acceptable to the employing agency, to threaten an 
individual or a group into conducting an activity that is of crinimal nature, 

to force an individual or a group into participating in such an activity, into 
making false statements, into providing false evidence and into acknowledging 
culpability, inciting others toward forcing an individual or a group towards 

such acts; hiding and harboring at the workplace individuals who are being sought 
by security forces in connection with political or ideological activities and 
engaging in activities described by Law 5816 pertaining to crimes against Ataturk. 


A disciplinary measure that is one level higher is to be used in the event of 
the repetition of an action or condition for which an employee had earlier been 
subjected to a disciplinary measure, if such repetition takes place before the 
expiration of the period associated with the expunging of the employee's record. 
A disciplinary measure that is one level higher is to be used in the event that 
a disciplinary measure must be imposed in response to three separate violations 
that involve separate actions and conditions but fall within the confines of 

the same disciplinary measure. 


In the case of government employees with favorable work records and with good 
or excellent past evaluations, a disciplinary measure that is one level lower 
may be applied.

AKEL-DIKO ‘MINIMUM PROGRAM' DISCUSSED 

Program Analyzed Negatively

{fext/ In an article he published yesterday in a weekly news- 
paper, Renos Prentzas analyzes the so-called "minimum p-ogram" 
of the Democratic Party /DIKO/-AKEL agreement. He writes: 


A. The National Issue 


The first thing that impresses one is the deliberate "modesty" of the document 
toward the Turkish invasion. The term "occupation" is used only in the document's 
preface. Nowhere is it to be found in the chapter "The Solution of the Cyprus 
Question." No mention is made anywhere of the Turkish occupation troops and 
nowhere is the termination of the occupation explicitly stated as an objective. 
The international conference is not given the responsibility to adopt measures 
for ending the occupation--but first the abolition of the ch/ treaty of 
alliance, the annulment or replacement of the treaty of guarantee within the 
framework of the solution of the Cyprus question (when, that is, the internal 
aspect is cleared also--and the revision of the ch7 treaty of establishment. 
Then, /after these are accomplished/, the removal of foreign troops and the 
demilitarization, followed by the establishment of valid international guarantees. 
Finally, the removal from Cyprus of the Turkish settlers. 


Also, nowhere is the return of the refugees /to their homes/ mentioned. What is 
asked--as an internal aspect--is "the solution of the refugee problem according to 
the UN decisions and resolutions." 


Has the word "return" become so difficult to pronounce? And why the "“irreproachable 
stand" toward the Turkish occupation junta? How can the Cypriot people expect 

a steadfast and dignified posture on the part of the document's framers when they 
chose this “irreproachable stand?" When they do not dare to even mention things 
by their name and hide behind paraphrases? 


This is the first observation. The second is that both parties do not propose 
positive ways for the solution of the Cyprus question. They remain attached to 
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their old prescriptions which have been tested for § years without result. With 
these two parties in power the tests will continue for 5 more years and the result 
will be again the same since nowhere is any action mentioned to eliminate the 
present deadlock and to exert pressure on Turkey which, moreover, is nowhere 
mentioned in the document (except in the preface where reference is made to the 
"Junta coup..." and the Turkish "invasion"), 


Conclusion: With Kyprianou in power for 5 more years we are not going to have an 
anti-occupation policy nor an anti-occupation solution of the Cyprus question. 
Turkey will hold the initiative. 


B. The Internal Policy 


Unity and democracy in internal policy is the document's first objective. But 
no measures which will lead to such unity and democracy are mentioned in order 
for one to have an idea of how this objective will be achieved. One has no other 
way to rely on the policy the government of the two parties has followed until 
noWe 


It should be admitted, however, that such policy does not lead to encouraging 
predictions for the future. The Kyprianou government succeeded during its first 
term in clashing with all parties and to allow new parties to spring from its 
ranks, from areas it wanted to control. In other words, its policy was a policy 
of division. 


For its part, AKEL too clashed from time to time with all other parties--the 
Socialist Party, EDEX, DIKO with the Center Union, the Youth of the Democratic 
Front and recently with the Pan-Cyprian Restorative Front. 


It would be of historic importance if the document proposed specific ways for 
unity since they would reveal that the policy followed until now was abandoned. 
But it mentions nothing and so any predictions for the future must be based only 
on yesterday's experience. 


The same is true of the promised democracy. The non-recognition of the "Agrarian" 
and the PEO-SEK /Confederation of Cypriot Workers/ alliance for destroying the 
Democratic Labor Federation of Cyprus using all Tegal and illegal means--depriving, 
that is, the Cypriot of the human right to participate in syndicalist and professional 
organizations of his choice--gives the extent and quality of democracy the two 
parties promise. Not even the most fanatical anti-communist in Poland would, 
naturally, exchange the freedoms the martial law there allows him for the democracy 
promised by the two parties of the agreement. 


C. Rapproachment--Foreign Policy 


Nothing new is mentioned. The known AKEL views are repeated--before Kyprianou 
missed the bus--and became common views when Kyprianou ceased to be incompetent 
and became competent. With regard to foreign policy no reference is made to the 
role of the Republic of Cyprus to the Council of Europe, the Commonwealth, the 
European Conference and its relations with EEC, 
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D. Economic and Social Policy 


In the past, the orthodox communist parties strongly condemned the "historic 
compromise" adopted by the Italian Commnist Party. Even today all these parties 
repugnantly denounce Eurocommunisnm. 


How, one wonders, will the Italian Commnist Party and all Jurocommunists comment 
on the economic and social policy the AKEL-DIKO document promulgates since it 

does not represent a “historic compromise" but a historic and monumental surrender 
to tne capitalistic philosophy. 


Neither Reagan nor Thatcher and Strauss--and naturally Kliridis--nor anyone however 
narrow-minded and greedily capitalistic would absolutely disagree with this 
economic and social policy. Moreover, no rightist capitalist party exists in all 
the world which has not promulgated exactly the same things. Further still, some 
rightist parties like the New Democracy in Greece for example have advanced 
sufficiently in nationalizations and have considerably developed state interven- 
tionism whose aim is not of course to exercise social policy but to cover the 
weaknesses of the capitalist system and the advancement of capitalism. 


The conclusion is that not only will the Cyprus question not be solved but the 
economic and social problems of the country will experience acute situations 
which capitalism creates by its very nature. Such acute situations will become 
worse the more capitalism maintains its unnatural alliance with the communist 
party and its organizations. It is for these reasons that the AKEL-DIKO joint 
document may satisfy the economic oligarchy but it is a very bitter pill for the 


people.

frext/ We have accepted it almost as a fact that the cooperation between the 
Cypriot Communist Party AKEL and the Democratic Party /DIKO/ which is now in 
power, with an objective at reelecting President Kyprianou to another 5-year tern, 
is something which favors mostly AKEL and serves its strategic plans or its 
tactics. According to this approach which we too have made repeatedly, AKEL is 
the great winner out of this cooperation. 


I am of the opinion that this approach makes things very simple and springs 
mainly from the impression that using as an argument the "communist danger" one 
could mobilize more effectively and unify the forces which oppose the strategic 
targets of AKEL's Stalinist leadership. 


Despite the fact that I, too, may risk using simplified approaches I would like 
to support the opposite view: the cooperation, thet is, of the AKEL leadership 
with the DIKO government which is corrupt and bankrupt does not in reality favor 
AKEL but debilitates it. In other words, this cooperation may not be helping 
AKEL and, in the last analysis, may lead it to debilitation, may cause some 
internal dissention and perhaps some leakage. 


I know that in a party with military structure almost and which is well organized 
such as AKEL which controls directly and completely the most powerful labor 
organizations, internal splits and leakages are improbable things which usually 
represent our wishful thinking but which are far from reality. 


But this is a special case. With its decision to cooperate with DIKO for the 
purpose of keeping Kyprianou in power, the AKEL leadership has identified itself 
with the most corrupt and unsuccessful section of the econamic establishment; it 
has identified itself with all the scandals and all great fiascos of the past 5 
years; it identified the party with the ineptitute of the government which resulted 
among other things in the fiasco of the new Nicosia-Limassol highway; with the 
amateurism of those in power who led the Cypriot question to complete stagnation; 
with their favorocracy which, to cite an example, granted 25 stremmas of land in

MEETING WITH PRC REPRESENTATIVE--Talks started yesterday in Nicosia between 
the Cyprus government ard the Peoples Republic of China on bilateral and 
international issues. The talks are conducted on the Chinese side by Mr He 
Ying, special envoy from Peking who arrived on Friday for a two-day official 
visit. The Cypriot team at the Foreign Ministry meeting was headed by 

Mr Chr. Veniamin, the Minister of Interior who is deputising for Foreign 
Minister Mr Rolandis who was indisposed. During the day Mr He Ying called 
on House President Mr G. Ladas, had a meeting with the Greek Cypriot repre- 
sentative in the intercommunal talks Mr A. Mavrommatis and will be seeing 
members of the Committee of Relatives of Missing Persons, Refugees and the 
Enclaved. Mr He Ying was the guest at a lunch given by the Acting Director 
General of the Foreign Ministry Mr V. Markides who said that though the two 
countries are separated by a great distance and differ vastly in size, they 
both have an equally rich and important historical and cultural background 
and both are members of the Non-Aligned Movement.

CDU/CSU SEEKS RAPPROCHEMENT WITH TRADE UNIONS 
Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 24 May 82 pp 21-22 


[Article: "Chalk in His Mouth--CDU/CSU Tries To Enlist the Support of Labor 
Unions With a Friendship Offensive--As the DGB Congress Showed, It Is a Good 
Time for It"] 


[Text] In former years many tables stood empty when the CDU gave its 
traditional reception in connection with the National Congress of the German 
Labor Union Federation (DGB), with the DGB chairman generally only briefly 
paying his respects. This time there was a full, boisterous crowd. 


Wednesday last week, the following paid their respects to the CDU in the roof 
garden of the Berlin Convention Center: The new DGB chairman, Ernst Breit, 

and his predecessor, Heinz Oskar Vetter, as well as almost the entire 

national executive board and bosses of individual unions such as Heinz Kluncker 
(Public Service, Transportation and Communications), Rudolf Sperner 
(Construction), Karl Hauenschild (Chemical Industry) and Guenter Doeding (Food). 
And Eugen Loderer, chairman of the Metalworkers Union, without any compunction 
greeted Berlin's Governing Mayor Richard von Weizsaecker, CDU, with an 

embrace. 


Since the CDU/CSU has been gaining increasing support among workers in polls 
and elections and has been continuing to consolidate its positions, the unions 
think the time has come carefully to change their enemy concept of the old 
days and slowly to cease confronting the two parties. 


After the DGB Congress, the CDU and CSU once more see themselves confirmed 
in their way upward. On top of everything else, they can now assert 
vis-a-vis the SPD that social peace will not be in jeopardy when the CDU/CSU 
assumes power in Bonn and makes painful economy decisions. 


The CDU/CSU leaders are careful not to assert themselves vis-a-vis the trade 
unions weakened by lasting unemployment, scandals and wage sacrifices. On 
the contrary, they put themselves forward as future partners at the congress 
in Berlin. 


As if CSU Secretary General Edmund Stoiber had not threatened after 1979 with 
smashing the SPD-oriented labor union federation, Franz Josef Strauss pledged 
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to the DGB Congress that he would resist any plans for a competitor union, 
saying: "As long as I am chairman of this party, things will not develop 
a single millimeter in that direction." 


CDU Chairman Helmut Kohl was not stingy with praise for the moderate wage 
agreements of the past few months--to the point of getting to be too much 

for the delegates. They applauded when SPD chief Willy Brandt said on the 
subject of the unions’ sense of responsibility for the economy that, though 
the basic concept was correct, it can "nevertheless get a dull aftertaste 
when others mention it." As usual, Strauss went one better, letting the 
unions know that they had almost made too many sacrifices. He said: "You may 
assume that the CDU and CSU are conscious of the fact that in wage agreements 
in the future it will be necessary at least to offset the rate of inflation 

in net wages." 


Once having "filled his mouth with chalk" (Brandt), the Bavarian went ahead 
and promised even more, saying that a CDU/CSU-led Federal government would 
guarantee a real economic growth of an average of 4 percent, that being the 
only way effectively to fight unemployment and to preserve the social net. 


The CSU maintained silence about how he planned to create this new economic 
miracle. 


The CDU/CSU has been strengthening its friendship offensive toward the 
workers organizations ever since the SPD-FDP coalition in the economy 
decisions of last summer reduced funds for an active employment policy but 
let those with higher incomes get away unscathed. 


Kohl openly called for changing sides, saying: "In the DGB there are many 
smart people who realize...that the opposition of today can be tomorrow's 
government, while the government cf today can be tomorrow's opposition." 


From confidential conversations between representatives of the Bonn Konrad- 
Adenauer-Haus and labor union leaders in the past few weeks, Kohl drew the 
conclusion that he could profit from the disappointment of the DGB leadership 
with the SPD chancellor and that the Social Democrats must not be allowed 
any longer to take the massive support of the labor organization for granted. 
Said a Kohl man: "They talk about a change in administration as if it were 

a matter of course." 


How strong the CDU/CSU already feel became clear when Kohl discussed the 
Vetter remark that, if need be, the DGB would "fly at the throat" of a 
bourgeois government in Bonn. In Berlin the CDU chairman rubbed it in, telling 
the union leaders that "between 40 and 45 percent of all DGB members" are 

ready to vote for the CDU and CSU. '"'No one flies at his own throat; logic 
dictates that." Kohl's logic was based on a mathematical error, however. 

Not 42 percent (according to the most recent poll result) of union members 

but 42 percent of all workers and employees would vote for the CDU/CSU. 


Yet Kohl's calculation that the officials will not manage to mobilize their 
base against a CDU/CSU government might prove correct. In Berlin there was 
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not even enough strength left for an impressive protest against bogeyman 
Strauss. Some class-conscious delegates who did not want to go along with 
playing ball with the CDU/CSU pulled the rug from under their own feet in 
trying to stage a demonstration. 


When Strauss walked toward the podium to make his address, they left the 
plenary session. But, driven by curiosity about what the Bavarian might 
have to offer, a large part of them, including the Stuttgart District 
director of the Metal Workers Union, Franz Steinkuehler, returned through 
the backdoor. The CSU boss, who had been afraid before his first appearance 
at a national DGB congress, later was angry at not having approached his 
union colleagues sooner, saying: "If I had done so a few years ago, I might 
now be chancellor."

EXTREME RIGHTIST GROUPS CAMPAIGN AGAINST FOREIGNERS 
Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 24 May 82 pp 23-26 


[Article: "Like Rome in the Distant Past--NPD and Other Extreme Rightist 
Groups Are Hopeful of Gaining New Supporters, Embarking on Catching Votes 
with Campaigns against Foreigners" ] 


[Text] Letters containing vile abuse are piling up in the Bonn Ministry of 

the Interior--tirades of hate and threats of violence. The writers identify 
themselves as pioneers or housewives and sometimes also as FDP voters. They 
all attack FDP Minister of the Interior Gerhart Baum--because of his policy 

concerning foreigners. 


The advice the correspondents give to the "criminal," "Red son of a bitch" or 
"vomit-inducing individual" :is to make himself scarce and go to Turkey, the 
Far East or Israel. Substantial doubt was expressed as to whether he was 
"in fact a German," it's having been rumored in "intimate circles" that "Mr 
Baum actually is said to be Jewish." 


The provocative slogans "asylees" and "guest workers" at present are inflaming 
people's moods like no other subject, causing obscenities to be uttered and 
bringing to the surface remnants from an evil past. 


Time and again the letters talk about "rats," "dirt," "vermin" and "riffraff." 
"Asiatic hordes" were attacking Germans like "locusts." "Supplied with their 
funds by the social welfare office," foreigners were "having whores join them 
by taxi." Moreover they had "an urge to multiply like rabbits" and were 
turning the Federal Republic into a "Muslim zone of occupation." "A national 
danger" was brewing, "directed" of course “by international Jewry." 


The writers occasionally also show themselves ready for action. "The broads" 
should have their uteri yanked out; the men should be "castrated." Attacks 
against foreigners’ homes are praised as a "healthy reaction by the people." 
One says he would like to set up "a machinegun and mow down all foreigners" 
because "our nature and also our race" must be preserved. So it is only 
logical that the desire is voiced for a man along the lines of Hitler. 


Though not quite so blatantly, such ideas meanwhile are also spread publicly 
in appeals, writings and actions. The minister of the interior has been 
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suspecting for a long time that the flood of letters is being directed 
systematically by extreme rightists. To prepare himself for a meeting with 
European counterparts, he requested the Federal Office for the Protection of 
the Constitution (BfV) in Cologne early this month tc supply him with a 
report about "rightwing extermism and xenophobia." 


The result: Similarities between the campaign against foreigners and well- 
known old Nazi slogans are no coincidence, the agitators being closely tied 
to the NPD and neo-Nazi groups. For,the Landtag elections and the 1984 
Bundestag election, they are turning the battle call "A Halt to Foreigners" 
into a big issue. 


According to ovservations by the security authorities, such activities have 
increased since 1981. In the report for Baum a "conceptial clarification" is 
being attempted for the first time. "Not ever~ kind of critical attitude 
toward foreigners is to be characterized as xenophobia," the report states, 
and "there is nothing objectionable" about a debate concerning the economic, 
social, educational and religious aspect of the problen. 

In a chapter headed “reasons," the authors of the study sum up the concerns 
harbored by many citizens. They are said to fear for their existence because 
jobs and housing are becoming scarce and the social net is threatening to 
tear. They were eying with suspicion the fact that people from abroad 
"entering by the side entrance" now were taking advantage of the social 
welfare state--from children's allowances to unemployment compensation. The 
writers think that a "fear of foreignization" ["Ueberfremdungsangst"] is 
plausible because the birth rate in the Federal Republic has been dropping for 
some years. 


Such fears, according to the paper, only turn into extreme rightist xenophobia, 
however, when two criteria are added--"racist and/or nationalist mentalities" 
directed against anything that is different. "Since the racist fights 

anything foreign," the report concludes, "a naturalized Turk too, for example, 
continues to be the object of attack," and "the term xenophobia would therefore 
be more pertinent." 


A negative racist and nationalist spirit has all along been part of the 
philosophy of extreme rightists. Whereas formerly the hate against anything 
different predominantly turned against the Jews, since 1980, according to 
BfV findings, "for current political reasons new enemies have become the 
target--foreigners of any color or origin but particularly Turks. "This has 
covered up anti-Semitism somewhat," the report states. 


Extreme rightists see Germany threatened as a great nation and homeland of a 
special race by "anti-German forces."' They prophesy the "biological demise 
of a people" as a result of a decreasing birth rate and growing "foreigniza- 
tion,” tearfully lamenting the "cultural and racial decline." 


Numerous rightwing pamphlets describe abstruse visions of an eclipse. The 


NS KAMPFRUF [National Socialist Battle Call], for instance, laments the fact 
that one "wave of gooks after another" is flooding the Federal Republic. 
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The fact that "Pakistani backwoodsmen," "Indian and Pakistani turbans" and 
"Negro caftans" can be seen on the Bayreuth Festival Hill and "Vietnamese 
cackling" can be heard there is interpreted as an omen of decline. "The 
foreign workers," says the NS KAMPFRUF, "will push us first out of our houses, 
then out of our town and finally out of our own country." 


Similarly the information bulletin of the Schleswig-Holstein NPD states: 
"Whoever abducts Pakistanis, Indians, Africans and Vietnamese to Germany in 
order that they may multiply here in droves wants to annihilate us biologically 
and culturally." 


The NATIONALBLATT stirs up resentment against "cushy foreigners’ residential 
homes equipped with central heating, linen white as snow and interior doors 
inlaid with walnut." "Hottentots, Italians, Romanians, Zulu Kaffirs" were 
living "off the tax money of the working people." NPD Deputy Chairman Karl- 
Heinz Lindner draws the conclusion: "Our main struggle...is aimed at calling 
a halt to our people's self-annihiliation." 


The conviction that the white and especially the German race is superior to 
all others is part of the repertory of extreme rightist rhetoric. Whereas 
agitation in the past was directed against "Jewish riffraff" and "hooked 
noses" that must not be allowed to “bleed our people whilte," now, according 
to the BfV people, all foreigners are considered racially inferior. 


People simply are "different from birth" and their "order of rank is an 
undeniable fact," a "Social Racist Manifesto" announces. That cannot be 
changed by the "awarding of a document" (in other words, a German passport), 
the WIKINGER states, for "would a camel suddenly become a horse if it was 
issued an animal passport to that effect?" A leaflet issued by a "Biopolitical 
Warning Group" therefore spread the slogan: "Sweep Away the Miscegenationist 
Bonn Politicians! Strengthen the Biogenetic Voter Potential!" 


According to BfV research, the NPD was the tirst to launch pe ical actions 
against foreigners. At its 1979 party congress it decided on : Slogan 

"A Halt to Foreigners--Germany for the Germans" for the 1980 Buuuwestag 
election campaign. It did not have much success then, the NPD share of the 
vote dropping by one-third to 0.2 percent, but now, following regional 
successes, the extreme rightists feel that things are looking up. 


At the municipal elections in Schleswig-Holstein in March, the "Kiel List for 
Restricting Foreigners" (KLA), a slate independent from the NPD established 
shortly before the elections, received 3.8 percent of the vote. The campaign 
of an NPD offshoot, the "Citizens' Initiative for Putting an End to Foreigners" 
(BIA), has also made a promising start. According to its own data, members 

of the BIA have already collected 50,000 to 70,000 signatures to a petition 

to the Bundestag containing demands for a "halt to foreigners." 


The score of the “Hamburg List for a Halt to Foreigners" (HLA) at the elections 
to the Hamburg Parliament in June is supposed to lead to a final decision by 
the NPD about whether it should take part in further elections. It plans to 
put up a slate in Bavaria in October under the new name of "Citizens Movement 
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for a Halt to Foreigners," and the BIA would also like to go and catch votes 
in Berlin. It has not been decided whether the NPD will put up a slate in 
Hesse in September under a new label. 


As yet the extreme rightist groups, above all the National Democrats, are not 
going all out in their xenophobic agitation. According to the BfV experts, 
though “extreme rightist aspects dominate," they are "not always obvious, 

for tactical or other reasons." 


For example, it is not really clear in the collection of signatures that it 

is extreme rightists who are behind the BIA. Promoting a readiness to return 
to the country of origin, expulsion of foreigners residing in the country 
illegally and of criminals among foreingers, and a halt to the flood of 

persons seeking asylum all are desires that are also being expressed elsewhere. 
Extreme rightist ideology shines through, however, whenever integration is 
rejected and the demand for "preserving one's own culture" is raised. 


A person expressing himself more clearly is Gehard Frey, the publisher of 

the DEUTSCHE NATIONAL-ZEITUNG and founder in 1980 of an "Initiative for 
Restricting Foreigners" (IfA). According to them, "the po'icy about foreigners 
of the ruling forces" is a threat to "our people" and is threatening to 
"deprive the foreigners concerned of their national identity." One could 
expect "racial confrontations," what with "the character of Germany and ethnic 
unity" being in jeopardy. 


In his DEUTSCHER ANZEIGER Frey voices concern that "the pumping of giant 
streams of alien blood into Germany's towns and industrial areas looks like 

a continuation of the Morgenthau plan with different means." He thus 
establishes a tie with the classic extreme rightist propaganda from the 
beginnings of U.S. occupation policy after 1945, when U.S. Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau wanted to reduce Germany to a purely agrarian state. 


Among neo-Nazi groups a nationalist-racist philosophy is appearing in an even 
more drastic way. Since 1980 they have played down their anti-Semitism, 
engaging instead in increasingly virulent propaganda against foreigners. 
"Non-Aryans," they say, are contributing to foreignization of "German blood 
and ethnic heritage," and "miscegenation is genocide." They have already 
converted their racial mania into action, going so far as to murder a couple 
of Vietnamese in Hamburg. 


Through terrorism the "German Action Groups" (DA) intend to force the 
authorities to cut off the influx of foreigners and to keep alive the memory 
of Nazi crimes in ways other than commemorative events. They are responsible 
for seven bombing and arson attacks. DAboss Manfred Roeder, one of his 
followers recalls, has stated disparagingly that Vietnamese are "not human 
beings but half monkeys." An open letter to the Federal chancellor demanding 
the "deportation of all non-Germans" was distributed by DA people to 300 
police stations. 


According to the BfV report, numerous small extreme rightist groups are 
spreading their agitation against foreigners in increasingly bold fashion, 
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thinking that their chance has come and dreaming of a "broader base." With 
threatening letters they seek to intimidate foreigners or firms employing 
foreign workers, and Turkish shops are pelted with rocks. Public buildings 
are smeared with slogans. On the facade of the Saint Ludwig's Church in 
Nuremberg, one could see the words "Out With the Cameleers!" with a swastika 
on top of them. 


Michael Kuehnen the director of the "National Socialist Action Front" 
imprisoned in the Celle Penitentiary has stated that after he is released 

he too will devote himself to the subjects of "the country being flooded with 
foreigners'' and "foreignization." Says Kuehnen "Now it is a question of 
gaining positions on issues, of finding a problem which actually moves the 
masses as a problem and which can only be solved by National Socialists." 


In many writings and leaflets, the crude concoctions from the kitchen of the 
extreme rightists are distributed among the public, which they think is 
susceptible to them. "The foreign gentlemen," states NATIONALBLATT, have 
"made themselves at home like the proverbial lice," and integration would 
amount to "bastardization of the German population." Publishing his own 
material, one Hans Dirks spreads the terminal vision West Europe becoming 
a "colony of alien races and cultures." 


Strange to relate, it is not only Germans who fear for the German way. From 
the United States a foreigner, the well-known extreme rightist Gary Rex Lauck, 
is making himself heard. He too is worried about the "extinction of ethnic 
strength as a result of unbounded infiltration of foreign races." Perceiving 
historical parallels, he is afraid that Asiatics and Africans are "finishing 
off" all of West Europe, “including its language, just as happened in Rome 
and Greece in the distant past."

PAPER COMMENTS ON STORTING NONNUCLEAR ZONE REPORT

[Editorial: "The Government and the Zone"--words in slantlines italicized 
in original] 


[Text] The Storting report on security and disarmament discussed by the 
cabinet yesterday will be a basic document for the future discussion on 
Norway's security and defense policy. When the government decided to look 
into the question, including the proposal for a nuclear-free zone in the 
Nordic area, doubts were voiced as to whether it was correct to use the 
central administration's resources for this major undertaking. Even though 
these doubts were understandable, they were hardly justified. It is 
unavoidable that war and peace should be one of the questions about which 
people are most concerned. And the authorities must also be. 


The debate on Norway's attitude to a nuclear-free zone in the Nordic area-- 
treated in an appendix to the report--has become a discussion which in 
Many respects reflects the tensions between our traditional introspection 
and our ever-growing contacts with a surrounding world drawing us closer. 
The tensions can be seen as the conflict between our wish to be self-suffi- 
cient and our growing dependence on a world in which this is less and less 
possible, because a country which stands alone does /not/ stand strongest. 


As we have pointed out in these columns on numerous occasions there is no 
reason to throw doubt on the strong and genuine involvement which fires 
the vast majority of those who are working for a nuclear-free zone in the 
Nordic area. But despite all the material they have presented and all the 
activities they have carried out they have not succeeded in changing a 
central fact--if Norway and its territory becomes part of such a zone, 
without its being part of comprehensive European security arrangements, 
our freedom of action on matters to do with security policy would be 
limited. Our position would come under pressure from one quarter which 
has strong views of /its own/ security interests. The balance in the 
Nordic area, which is in the interest of /all/ our neighbors, would be 
shifted in a direction which would not benefit us or the Wester alliance. 
For them, to use the words of the Storting report, we would be "renouncing 
the real content of membership of the alliance," the reciprocal commitment 
to send help in the event of an attack on one of the members. 
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The report's central argument against the idea of Norwegian participation 
in a nuclear-free zone in the Nordic area is to be found in the assess- 
ments of the opportunities the Soviet Union would then have to demand 
information about Norwegian defense planning and the right to make pro- 
houncements about it. In the unilateral undertakings Norway made in 1949-- 
nota bene, before our country joined the NATO alliance--reasonable 
consideration was given to the Soviet Union's desire that it might be 
spared attack troops in its northern areas. 


It is not often that we cite Georgiy Arbatov, the Soviet Union's expert 
on the United States, Central Committee member and adviser to the top 
leaders in the Kremlin, as an authority. But in a footnote to the Palme 
Commission's report, which was presented this week, he points out that 
local zones with limitations on certain types of nuclear arms are of little 
value "and could give an unfounded feeling of increased security." This 
view applies to central Europe where there are a large number of nuclear 
weapons. It must apply even more to an area where such weapons have not 
been deployed on the western side of "the demarcation line" and where 
there are no plans to acquire them, but which can be hit by weapons from 
far, far outside the zone.

CALVO-SOTELO'S DEFINITION OF UCD IMPLIES SHIFT TO RIGHT 
Madrid YA in Spanish 27 May 82 p 6 


[Text] Yesterday morning the Executive Committee of the Democratic Center 
Union (UCD) met at Moncloa. In the afternoon, the president of the party and 
the government, Leopoldo Calvo-Sotelo, met with journalists to inform them of 
what went on and to answer their questions. He stated that he and Secretary 
General Inigo Cavero both put their jobs on the line before the committee, 
but the committee responded unanimously that now is not the time to solve 
problems by seeking scapegoats and replacing them. Both received the commit- 
tee's support. 


Calvo-Sotelo added that the direct and indirect causes of the adverse results 
of previous regional elections are being studied, and will continue to be 
studied next Tuesday in Malaga by the UCD regional committee of Andalue6ia; on 
Wednesday, at a meeting in Madrid of the provincial presidents and secretar- 
ies; and in the first half of June, by the party political council. He 
indicated that a critical analysis must be made of the causes, which appar- 
ently do not lie in the Andalusian electoral campaign itself, but rather in 
more remote factors. Several task forces have been formed for this purpose. 


The Executive Committee, he stated, rejects the notion of a natural majority. 
He noted that he will talk today with Fraga concerning the deadline he report- 
edly gave UCD on Tuesday to decide before this summer on the formation of 
such a majority. For the time being, the institutional organs of the UCD have 
rejected this idea. The Executive Committee feels that this is not the way to 
solve problems. | 


Causes of Defeat 


Analyzing the causes of the electoral defeat in Andalusia, he said that the 
lett had focused the effective vote on the Spanish Socialist Workers Party 
(PSOE), and that furthermore, other leftist parties had lost voters to the 
PSOE. The right, he added, has also lost its fear and has voted for the 
Popular Alliance (AP), enabling this party to win important’ positions. 
"Politics is the art of the possible, and we will have to bear that in mind 
in the future." 
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"Even accepting the theory of the natural majority, he said, "I do not 
believe that a coalition would yield more seats for theCenter-Right than if 
UCD and AP ran separately. This was confirmed in the last campaign. UCD has 
been lacking in communication concerning the political space it occupies, a 
space that has been necessary for the transition but is still relevant for 
the correct balance between the forces of the left and right." 


At another moment, he said that he does not think the dissolution of the 
Cortes should take place prematurely. "We should finish: the legislative term, 
although perhaps we may not complete the constitutional term arithmetically." 
Later, he said that there was no reason to fear new incidents of deputies 
abandoning the coalition, at least for the present. "I think adversity lends 
us greater coherence and internal unity." 


He commented that the PSOE has evolved toward moderate positions, as has the 
Popular Alliance. "PSOE,"' he added, "has evolved from Marxism and has broken 
away toward moderation and the center. It is no longer a disruptive party, 
but a reformist one. The Popular Alliance has shed its historic ties and is 
also presenting a new image, independent of its past. Neither of them is 
threatened from the left or the right; furthermore, UCD has suffered the wear 
and tear of governing, thereby rendering a service to Spain while its 
prestige has been cut to ribbons. Of course we pay dearly for this at 
election time," he added. 


No Cabinet Shake-up 


He also remarked that the government has not explained its administrative 
policy well, "and perhaps I am partly to blame for that, because we have been 
unable to convey the difficulties of governing or to explain our accomplish- 
ments. All of this justifies the change in the political scene, and helps to 
explain the setback we suffered in the regional elections, which are appar- 
ently different." 


He denied having any plans to make any cabinet shifts or to sacrifice the 
economic vice president in response to requests to that effect by Andalusian 
businessmen. ''Their performance in the electoral campaign,"' he said, "was not 
helpful to UCD." 


The Centrist Executive Committee has expressed the opinion, according to 
Calvo-Sotelo, that the party has not shifted to the right, and that in UCD 
electoral rallies there has always been a clear delineation and differentia- 
tion of the Centrist platform in comparison with PSOE and the Popular 
Alliance. "We have always kept our distance from both of them." 


Future of UCD 


"The future of UCD is considered to be that of a party with a desire to predom- 
inate, to be the majority party among non-socialist voters,'' he said at 
another point. "Moderation is an outlook, a way of life; it extends beyond 
that attitude, especially in a party that has garnered more than 6 million 
votes." 
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He indicated that in his opinion, PSOE has not demonstrated the ability to 
govern so far, because it has been of questionable effectiveness. Casting 
one's lot with PSOE as the only governing party, at this point anyway, would 
be gambling. 


He denied that the shadow of the events of 23 February was still present in 
the minds of the nation, and stated that foreign policy would not be affected 
by the results of the Andalusian elections. Blaming the defeat of UCD on the 
results of the referendum of 28 February would be an easy way out. 


Statement of UCD Executive Committee 


During the meeting, Secretary General Inigo Cavero read the following state- 
ment of the UCD National Executive Committee, which met to study the results 
of the Andalusian parliamentary elections. The committee voted unanimously to 
release this communique: 


1. The results obtained by UCD in the Andalusian parliamentary elections repre- 
sent a major electoral setback. 


2. Consequently, the party's institutional organs have begun a wide-ranging 
analysis of the causes of this electoral result in order to determine the 
impact on Spanish politics and to proceed immediately to make the appropriate 
changes in UCD's political actions. 


3. Throughout the years, UCD has subordinated its partisan interests to the 
general interests of the state in exercising power. Perhaps it has not always 
been successful in conveying to Spaniards the meaning of its actions. Often 
its constant desire to promote moderation and harmony in Spanish politics has 
been interpreted by public opinion and the electorate as ambigity or 
indifference. 


4. UCD firmly believes in the validity and permanence of its platform. It 
also believes that it is not enough to express this conviction within the 
party alone, but it must be transmitted to the voters whose interests it repre- 
sents and defends. For this purpose, it will adopt as many internal and extern- 
al measures as are necessary in order to offer the electorate a majority poli- 
tical alternative that allows for those who support the reform and moderniza- 
tion of Spanish society. 


5. UCD would like to express its appreciation to the hundreds of thousands of 
Andalusian citizens who on this occasion have renewed their confidence in the 
party, and to the UCD members who have shouldered the burden of the 
Andalusian campaign. It also promises to undertake a profound revitalization 
of its platform so that it may continue to provide hope for the effective 
solution of the problems that most directly concern the citizenry.

[Text] Is the Constitutional Commission dragging its feet as it performs its 
job? 


Is Orhan Aldikacti antagonistic towards politics and politicians? 
Will Demirel and Ecevit be able to engage in politics? 


When the country returns to democracy, will there be a council in addition to 
the president? 


Andeee 
To what type of democracy will Turkey return? 
We asked the chairman of the Constitutional Commission these questions. 


[Question] The public is making interpretations that the Constitutional Com- 
mission is tending to prolong its job of drafting a constitution. Are you 
prolonging this task, Mr Aldikacti? 


[Answer] I believe that all the members of the Advisory Assembly -- and this 
includes the members of the Constitutional Commission -- wish to prepare a 
constitution most appropriate to the needs of our country and to. submit it to 
the National Security Council. A large majority of the persons who are di- 
recting criticism towards us are not authorities on this subject. Why, for what 
reason, is a law enacted? What are the basic legal points of a law? On which 
principles is it constructed? It is agreed that they do not know. And criti- 
cism is directed toward us due to the desire to make the transition to a nor- 
mal democratic system. We react to this criticism with tolerance. It is our 
wish to continue our work and to reach a conclusion as quickly as possible. 
There are statements that our respected state chairman has made in which au- 
tumn or, at the latest, spring is looked upon as a target. However, there is 
a basic point here that is forgotten or ignored by those who level criticism 
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State Chairman's Authority 


[Question] Viewpoints on the topic of the constitution come to you from a 
number of different people. Some seek to have the authority of the state 
chairman increased. What powers are these persons considering? 


[Answer] As is known, there are three systems of representative government. 
They are the parliamentary, ministerial, and assembly government systems. In 
each of these three systems of government, the powers of the state chairman 
are different. Each has its own particular logic, philosophy, and systen. 
Consequently, prior to answering the question, it is necessary to decide which 
system will be adopted. If the parliamentary system is approved, the author- 
ity of the state chairman will be able to be designed similar to that of 

our 1961 Constitution, and powers will be able to be increased within this 
system. It is, of course, not possible to approve of a state chairman with 
no responsibilities and then to give him control over the administration of 
the state. To hand over the management of the government to a state chairman 
who is not held responsible would be similar to establishing a monarchic ad- 
ministration of the Middle Ages. 


[Question] What powers will we give the state chairman? According to 
Tindemans' announcement, our state chairman has stated that he does not want 
the ministerial system. 


[Answer] I was not present at that discussion, so I do not know. However, it 
is known how the ministerial system was promoted in 1975. But not even one 
proposal for the ministerial system has come to us among all the viewpoints 
related to the constitution submitted by the various organizations. There 
are, of course, those who seek to have the state chairman's powers increased. 
In other words, since what is wanted is a system that broadens both the par- 
liamentary system and the powers of the state chairman, it is possible to give 
the state chairman a more active role and to make him more influential. 


Council's Status 


[Question] Mr Aldikacti, we will return to democracy, and the assembly will 
select a president. Is it possible to consider a council in addition to a 
president? 


[Answer] When giving my views in the MEYDAN journal during the discussions 
that broke out following the notorious amnes*y law decision reached by the 
Constitutional Court in 1974-1975, I spoke of the sadness I felt in the Con- 
stitutional Court chairman's participation in these debates and his involve- 
ment in activities of a political nature. And I said that the functions of 
chairmen of bodies at the upper levels of the state such as the Constitutional 
Court chairman, the General Staff chairman, and administrators at the upper 
levels such as the military commanders must remain outside politics. I said 
that, following retirement, these persons must form a council similar to the 
council of the king of England to constitute a force and support for the 
president in times of crisis in particular. I defend this view of mine today 
as well. 











at us. And that is that the respected state chairman's major stipulation is 
his desire to have a constitution drafted that will not create an environment 
conducive to a return to the atmosphere prior to 12 September. If our col- 
leagues who direct this criticism towards us had traced developments in the 
world, they would have learned that work has been ongoing in Italy for 5 years 
to make various amendments in its constitution. Committees have been formed 
and are in the process of working on the amendments. 


This is because drafting a constitution is not the same as preparing a traffic 
law. A constitution is a basic law and is a law that is a wellspring of all 
the activities of the entire community. The end result of frequently working 
to amend a constitution that has basic faults is instability in the basic ac- 
tivities of the state, of the community. The development of the concept 
termed constitutional stability is possible with a constitution that is not 
changed frequently. It is necessary to work in order to be able to construct 
a good constitution. For this reason, a constitutional commission chairman 
cannot say, "I will finish the constitution on so-and-so date." I explained 
these views of ours to various visiting officials from the West and to 
Tindemans most recently, and they received our opinions with understanding. 
And, when all these representatives returned to their countries, they criti- 
cized, fairly or unfairly, the situation in Turkey from various angles. How- 
ever, among all the criticism, not a single sentence stated that the Consti- 
tutional Commission was dragging its feet. 


It is our goal to complete the constitution in the fall. However, if it can- 
not be finished by then, we will submit it to the public in the spring. We 
are committed to this date, but, if it cannot be completed, it cannot be com- 
pleted. It is not possible for us to do a bad job because of an absolute 
time limit. It is necessary to know that I will not sign my name to any bad 
work. 


Election Date 


[Question] In that case, if the election is not held in September 1983, will 
it be held in the spring of 1984? 


[ Answer | Following the referendum, a political parties law will be drafted. 
Colleagues, writers, and scholars who wish to pin us down to a specific elec- 
tion date should examine places in the world that have a political parties 
law and how they were designed. Then, they should look at the conclusions 
reached. We do not even have to go abroad. We also have an election law, a 
political parties law. Have them inspect these laws to see how they were 
made and what has happened. 


Situation of Leaders 
[Question] According to what I have learned, everyone coming from the West 


asks you, "What will Ecevit and Demirel do when you return to a democratic 
system?" 
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[Answer] I do not have the authority to give any answer whatsoever on this 
subject. I am not taking refuge behind a commission or anything else. As 
you know, there is a high-level administration. A French journalist told me 
that "it would be antidemocratic to leave leaders out of politics for a peri- 
od of time" and asked me my thoughts. I said that the French should be the 
last to raise criticism on this topic. And I gave an example from history. 
At the end of World War II, the French deprived of their political rights the 
deputies who had voted previously for laws giving authority to Marshall 
Petain. From what I remember, these politicians were deprived of the right to 
be elected for 8 to 10 years. Was this right? Was it wrong? I do not know. 
However, the children of those deprived of political rights later threw them- 
selves into politics and were elected. I even said this to Tindemans as 
well, and he replied, "That's right." 


[Question] Who will make the decision on this topic? A council? 


[Answer | If such a question is put on the agendum, the issue will first 

be discussed by the Constitutional Commission. I do not know what decision 
would be reached on this topic. However, there is one reality here. Decision 
No 52 prevents our speaking further on this subject. 


[Question] The members of the Constitutional Commission are your friends. 
What feelings have you noticed? 


[Answer] I wish to give an example on this subject. When British Prime Min- 
ister Eden, together with the French, encountered a lack of success in the 
Suez, he understood the enormity of the error he had made, and he left. Des- 
pite great services he had provided prior to, during, and following World War 
II in particular, he, himself, put an end to his political ‘life in accordance 
with political rules. If you ask me my personal view, it is necessary that 
the former leaders not take part in the election. It is necessary that they 
even be withdrawn from political life. It is necessary to recognize that 
they brought the nation to the present state and that they be, henceforth, 
withdrawn from politics. If they do not reach such a decision, it may be that 
distasteful decisions will be discussed in Turkey. 


No Enemy of Politicians 


[Question | Mr Aldikacti, is there, in you, enmity towards politics and poli- 
ticians? 


[Answer | How is it possible for me to be prejudged as an enemy of politi- 
cians? I work in a branch of knowledge that deals with politics. Further- 
more, I am a person who believes that state functions begin whenever three 
men come together. Therefore, how could I, as one who believes to this degree 
in the existence of the state, oppose politicians? Politicians are persons 
who take the community forward, whose existence is necessary. As a group, 
politicians are not appreciated. I am of the opinion that their existence is 
necessary. However, these types of interpretations demonstrate that the en- 
vironment needed for democracy does not yet prevail in Turkey. 
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No matter what type of administration a country has, whether it be a democ- 
racy or another form, there is always an elite sector that administers the 
country. It is these people who are able to help the state chairman fol- 
lowing retirement and within such a framework. 


Politicians! Views 


[Question] You solicited the views of a large number of organizations on the 
topic of the constitution. ‘You said that you would also seek the views of 
former politicians. Have you begun to do this? 


[Answer] No, we have not yet begun. I believe that we will within 2 weeks 
and that this will be one of the topics for discussion within the commission 
in the weeks ahead. 


[Question] From which former members of parliament will you obtain views? 
Will they be among those leaders who will probably be replaced? Among those 
politicians you believe will have a voice in the Turkey of tomorrow? 


[Answer] It is not proper for us to solicit views by such indirect means. 
However, similar conclusions may be drawn, and it may be said that there is 

a political trend. Furthermore, when these former politicians with whom we 
will speak come before the commission, observations such as, "He is trying to 
take the place of Demirel. He is trying to act like Ecevit," may be made. 
However, this situation is not a topic for discussion. It, naturally, cannot 
be thought that the number summoned will reach a hundred. If it did, a con- 
stitution would never be drafted. But, politicians in a number that will 
give a clear indication will be called before the commission. 


[Question] What will be your role in future politics? Let me ask more pre- 
cisely, will you throw yourself into politics? 


[Answer] I will return to Istanbul. In other words, I am not thinking con- 
cretely about anything but my return at this time. But, saying this now, it 
can be asked what will happen in the future. I am not thinking about the 
future. It is certain that I will return to Istanbul. I have performed very 
strenuous duties in my lifetime, and I am tired. Of course, I willingly took 
on these duties. However, let me rest a bit henceforth. 


Army and Democracy 


[Question] Mr Aldikacti, in 1960, the army intervened and there was a new 
constitution. In 1971, there was intervention and amendment of the consti- 
tution. In 1980, intervention occurred again and a new constitution is being 
drafted. Very well then, what will be the term of the constitution that is 
being written? 


[ Answer | I will answer your question by reading a part of the conclusion of 
my doctorate thesis, which I published in 1968 and which has gone through 
five printings: 
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"Basic changes seen until 9 July 1961 in the development of our constitutional 
law developed under the supervision of members of the armed forces who were 
trained at the military college and war school and who put an end to the rule 
of Abdulaziz the Fifth, Murat the Second, Abdulhamit, and Vahdettin and to 
the DP [Democrat Party] government. In the era of the republic, the single- 
party system was implemented with the armed forces acting as intermediary. 
But, at the same time, the armed forces stayed out of political life and en- 
gaged in efforts directed toward basic functions. While it can be said that 
these efforts produced positive results, the armed forces felt it necessary 
to intervene once again in order to abolish the DP, which fell into an ille- 
gitimate state. At present, the armed forces are taking part in efforts 
directed toward creating an environment such that there can be a return to 
the fundamental functions of the military. Our constitutional law exists 
within a multiparty system under the supervision of the armed forces in place 
of a single-party system under the protection of the armed forces. There is 
no doubt that progress will continue to be made appropriate to goals and that 
the military will, one day, be confined again to its own basic functions. 

The achievement of this without another interruption is bound directly to the 
demonstration of respect, when designing state activities of governments, for 
Kemalist reforms, which will bring our community to the level of contemporary 
civilization, and to reaching the goal of ensuring our development without 
infringing on the rights and freedoms of individuals....Only at that time will 
we be able to advance in security along the road that leads to a system in 
which mutual respect, the goal of constitutional law, is attained and to a 
system that requires no guarantor." 


This is what I wrote in 1968. The events of 12 March and 12 September proved 
that my suppositions were not wrong. At the same time, it became obvious 
that intervention by the armed forces had become one of the unwritten prin-~ 
ciples of our constitution. 


[Question] Mr Aldikacti, we have a final question to ask you. To what type 
of democracy will we return? 


[Answer] The rules of democracy will operate as usual. However, when for- 


bearance has been tested to the limit, there is no doubt that the mechanism 
I outlined here will be repeated. 
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MILITARY SPAIN 


EVOLUTION OF NAVY'S AIR FORCE DESCRIBED

[Text] The Wings of the Spanish Navy 


During World War I, when the airplane began demonstrating its full potential as 
an integral part of the naval fleets, the Spanish Navy was one of the first to 
discern the extraordinary role that the naval air force would have to play in 
the future, and it did not hesitate to create its own Naval Aeronautics, through 
a Royal Decree of September 1917. 


The difficulties brought on by the world conflagration then at its height prevent- 
ed the Spanish Navy from beginning the development of its air branch; but as 
soon as the war ended it started the actual creation of the Naval Air Corps. 


In 1921, the first Savoia "S-13" and Macchi "M-18" seaplanes, as well as the 

large "F-3's" and "Avro" aircraft with wheels, were purchased; and the School of 
Naval Aeronautics began its activities in Barcelona. At the El Prat airfield 

(the starting point for the present Barcelona airport) and on one of the docks 

in the port of Barcelona, buildings were erected to house shops, schools, barracks, 
hangars, a hospital, etc., for the growing Navy Air Forcewhich, year by year, 

was gaining new positions in the context of Spain's naval reconstruction, then 

at its high point. 


In 1936, Naval Aeronautics had the San Javier (Murcia) and Barcelona bases, and 
detachments in Marin (Pontevedra) and Mahon (Menorca), as well as a mixed squadron 
based at Getafe (Madrid); and its air facilities compriesed over 100 aircraft, 
including: 27 Vickers "Wildebeest" torpedo biplanes, 35 Savoia "S-62" seaplanes, 
eight Dornier "Wall" seaplanes, two La Cierva "C-30" autogyros, etc. 

The Civil War put an end to that wonderful service. The killing of a large number 
of commanders and officers who were in a Republican zone,the wear and destruction 
of the flight materiel without replacement and the subsequent creation of the 
single Army of the Air when the war had ended wrecked over 15 years of creative 
effort. Naval Aeronautics had disappeared. 
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Slight Resurgence and Antisubmarine Warfare 





The Navy Air Force, the official name of the current new Spanish naval aviation 
entity, can be said to have come into existence physically in 1954, upon the 
arrival in Marin (Pontevedra), site of the Military Naval School, of three small 
Bell-47G helicopters, crewed by three naval officers who had taken the training 
course at the Bell firm itself, together with two auxiliary mechanics. 


The incipient squadron grew gradually, because the initial personnel after 
subsequent purchases of new helicopters of the same type were the teachers and 
instructors of new graduating classes of naval pilots, officers and auxiliary 
maintenance personnel. 


In 1957, by virtue of the mutual assistance treaties signed with the United States, 
the Spanish Navy received five Sikorsky HRS-3 type units, a group which was later 
increased with two more helicopters and, subsequently, with another pair. The 
Sikorsky HRS-3's and S-55's which began operating totaled nine in all, forming 

the Second Squadron, which has now been abolished since all of its personnel 

were discharged. 


For the S-55's, some sonar equipment and other antisubmarine torpedo launching 
equipment was purchased, and since both elements could not be transported by the 
same aircraft, they adopted the tactic of using them in "tandem": one helicopter 
carried the sonar, and another carried the weapons. This system gave very good 
results, and it was kept in operation until the arrival of the first actual ASW 
helicopters, which were the Augusta-Bells-204B's, of Italian make. 


The AB-204B's numbered four, arriving in 1965. They made up the Third Helicopter 
Squadron, although among its personnel it was known commonly as "The Four Cats" 
unit. This medium-type aircraft represented considerable progress in antisub- 
marine warfare, because of its dual capacity for detection and attack, and its 
automatic pilot system; and, from its logistical standpoint, it was a challenge 
to the maintenance crews because these were the first turbine helicopters to 

be incorporated into the Spanish Navy. 


None of these four original AB-204B aircraft is still in service, because in 
1979 they were all dropped. The squadron (the Third) still exists, but is now 
equipped with AB-212 ASW units, 13 of which have been incorporated, though two 
were lost in separate accidents during January 1977 and May 1978. 


Piper 'Comanche' Small Planes 


In 1964, the Navy purchased four Piper small planes, two "Comanches" and two 

"Twin Comanches" to be used for instruction and training of fixed wing pilots; 
but, owing to the stiff opposition of the Army of the Air, the four small air- 
craft were never registered and did not fly normally. Based at Rota, each day 

and for a period of many years, they started their engines for an interval of 

half an hour or more, and then returned to their hangar. They never took off. 
This ridiculous situation ended in January 1977, when the Air Ministry had to 
yield to the reality of the "Harriers" in the Navy. The four Pipers were 
registered and put into active service in the Navy Air Force as a Fourth Squadron. 
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These small aircraft lack armament and hence have no completely military use; 

but, from a practical standpoint, they contribute very effectively to the missions 
to train pilots in instrument flying, because they are equipped with sophisticated 
systems such as: Tacan, ILS, Decca, etc., consequently avoiding the conducting 

of those missions with the "Harriers" and thereby achieving less wear on the 
latter and a considerable savings in fuel and money. 


The Fifth Squadron 


In 1966, the first antisubmarine helicopters designed as such from the beginning, 
the Sikorsky SH-3D "Sea Kings," capable of combat both by day and night, were 
incorporated. The fact that the Spanish Navy received the first model which 
came off the assembly line (hence, before the U.S. Navy itself), and that this 
type is, even now, in the United States, the most effective antisubmarine heli- 
copter in service, says a great deal about the professionality and future vision 
of the commanders who decided to purchase these units. 


The SH-3D's were integrated into the Fifth Squadron. Veritable flying ships, 
with a crew of four men, they have a flight endurance of from 4 to 6 hours, and 
a very complete panel of detecting equipment and weapons of various types. They 
are used in antisubmarine and antisurface warfare. In the latter, their mission 
is to engage in long-distance exploration and to direct airplanes for covered 
attacks on surface vessels. Their usefulness on such missions is very great, 
thanks to their radar and great flight endurance. There are currently 14 SH-3D's 
flying, all of which have sonar and torpedos; 10 have radar and five are provid- 
ed with AS-11 and AS-12 missiles. Recently, a study has been made to modernize 
the squadron, supplying it with "Data-Link"sonobuoys, electronic warfare equip- 
ment and medium-range missiles, to set it up in three groups: six antisubmarine 
units with sonar and torpedos, four with sonar and sonobuoys, and five anti- 
surfaceunits with radar and missiles. The long-term program is aimed at 
purchasing new units to replace those that will be dropped. 


The Sixth and Seventh Squadrons 


The Navy Air Force has two other helicopter squadrons: the Sixth, equipped with 
small Hughes - 369's, and the Seventh, provided with AH-1G "Huey Cobra" aircraft. 


The Hughes-369's are a navalized version of the Hughes-500's for the Spanish 
Navy, because the latter is the only one operating with them. Carrying only 
one crewman (they are two-seaters), they can transport two a/s Mk.44 torpedos, 
and can operate from destroyers provided with a takeoff ramp, such as the llth 
Squadron's FRAM-1's: "Churruca", "Gravina", "Mendez Nunez", "Langara" and "Blas 
de Lezo". However, these light helicopters are usually employed for liaison, 
courier and reconnaissance missions, comprising part of the UNAEMB (Airborne 
Unit) aboard the "Dedalo" aircraft carriers. The squadron is comprised of a 
dozen units. 


The Seventh Squadron is currently confined to four aircraft. They are of the 
Bell AH-1G "Huey Cobra" type. In view of their features of acrobatics and 
high speed, as well as their armament capacity consisting of a machine gun, 
a 40 mm grenade launcher and 38 2.75 inch rockets, the Spanish Navy uses them 
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on tactical backup operations, in amphibian operations and in antilaunch action 
when they are aboard the "Dedalo." One special feature of this squadron is 
that all its pilots are Marine officers. 


The 'Matador' Airplanes 


In January 1973, Adm Pita de Veiga, then Navy Chief of Staff, stated in an 
address: "On 8 November (1972), in international waters northeast of Cape Creus, 
a Hawker Siddeley ‘Harrier' in a direct flight from England took cover on the 
aircraft carrier 'Dedalo.' All day on 9 November the airplane made various 
takeoffs and landings on the 'Dedalo' in its different manners (vertical, short 
and medium), with completely satisfactory results. It also engaged in maneuvers 
on the flight deck and inside the hangar, subsequently returning to its home 
base. This test, apart from its unquestionable technical interest, is of great 
significance to the Navy, since it is possible to have the Combat Group (a 
fundamental unit of the Naval Force) with the essential facilities for attack 
and defense." 


There is no doubt that the success of those tests prompted the EMA [Navy Staff] 
to start up the program for the purchase of "Harrier" combat planes, a program 
that includes a total of 24 aircraft, which will be incorporated gradually. 


In 1975, the first group of officers (helicopter pilots) was sent to the United 
States, first to become airplane pilots, later on,jet pilots (A-4 "Skyhawk"), 
and, finally, "Harrier" pilots. The pertinent officers and petty officers 
specializing in maintenance matters were also sent. 


In November 1976, the first AV-8 "Harrier" airplanes, which received the name 
"Matador" in Spain, were incorporated into the Navy. The "Dedalo" was subjected 
to reinforcement work on the flight deck and night beaconing thereon, to operate 
with the airplanes. It then took off for Mayport (Florida), to pick up the new 
aircraft that were established into a squadron: the Eighth. The "Dedalo" reached 
Rota in early December 1976. 


During the first half of 1977, the airplanes (five AV-8's and two AV-8T's) were 
practicing uninterruptedly on takeoffs and landings on the helicopter carrier, 
which then received the new name of "aircraft carrier." 


The official introduction of the new squadron took place in Rota, in the presence 
of the King, Don Juan Carlos I. The occasion was a memorable one, because it 

was the 40th anniversary of the Spanish Navy's reception of its last fixed wing 
planes: the Vickers "Wildebeest" torpedo biplanes, in 1936. 


The AV-8 "Harrier" combat plane (which is manufactured in the United States by 
the McDonnell-Douglas firm under a permit) operates in several squadrons of the 
United States Marines, and in three squadrons of the British RAF. Hence, the 
Spanish Navy became a pioneer in the use of this airplane at sea. Consequently, 
it may be claimed that the "Dedalo" and the ''Matadors" carried on it have polar- 
ized the attention of all the naval forces in the Western world. And the 
challenge has been accepted by the British Navy, which has now put into service 
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its first aircraft carrier-cruiser, the "Invincible," which will be followed by 
the "Illustrious" and the "Ark Royal" equipped with "Sea Harrier" aircraft. 

The Soviet Navy has also embarked on the same path, with its large 40,000-ton 
"Kiev" type aircraft carriers, with Yak-36 aircraft having features similar to 
those of the "Harrier." 


Adm Pita da Veiga stated at Rota that, with a realistic program, the Air Fleet 
has contributed to the operational capacity of the Naval Force with suitable 
facilities for the missions involving exploration, antisubmarine warfare, sur- 
face attack, vertical envelopment, transport and rescue. And this gamut of 
tactical potential "is now being expanded upon the entry into service of the 
squadron of 'Matador' planes, with which the fleet's offensive and defensive 
capacity has acquired a new dimension."' He subsequently added: "It is a modest 
step, but an important one for the Navy, because it has brought the latter 
closer to the solution of the serious problem of having at sea suitable facili- 
ties at the proper time and without any restriction in space." And he concluded 
by stressing: "To be effective, the Naval presence must combine the capacity 

for action in the three coordinates that define the space. This requirement is 
addressed by the existence and progress of the Navy Air Force which, economizing 
on facilities, is attempting to lend continuity and effectiveness to the fleet's 
operations where the protective shadow of the lard bases does not reach." 


As we have noted, the "Matadors" of the Eighth Squadron come in two versions: 
AV-8A, a one-seater, and AV-8T, a two-seater. The features of these airplanes 
are: length, 13.87 meters (17 for the two-seater); wing span, 7.70 meters; 
height, 3.40 meters (4.17 for the two-seater). Engine: Rolls-Royce ''Pegasus" 
103, with thrust of 9,760 kilograms. Weight with no load, 5,624 kilograms; 
maximum in vertical takeoff, 8,165 kilograms; maximum in conventional takeoff, 
11,800 kilograms. In dive, it can reach a speed of Mach 1.3, and the ceiling 
is 15,000 meters. The armament is subject to many combinations, although the 
standard is usually estimated at: two 30 millimeter guns, one 450 kilogram 
bomb under the fuselage and two others of the same weight under the wings, as 
well as two Matra rocket launchers with 19 missiles in each. They can also 
carry "Sidewinder" missiles, 5-inch rockets, etc. 


The Rota Base 


Since 1957, when the heliport was opened and the few helicopters in existence 
then were transferred to it, Rota has been the Navy Air Force's base par 
excellence. 


Those original facilities put into service a quarter of a century ago have been 
converted into an extensive, well supplied naval air complex, with its runways, 
hangars, shops for engines, turbines, fuselages, electronic equipment, torpedoes, 
missiles, etc. The spare part warehouses are run by means of computers (some- 
thing which, moreover, is done in all the naval arsenals), and all the buildings 
are typified by their moderate simplicity and great functional quality. Also 
located at Rota is the Naval Air Personnel School (EDAN), in which the pilots 
are trained in handling the naval helicopters and planes. 
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It should be pointed out that the entire naval air base complex at Rota is 
completely dissociated from the section used by the United States forces, which 
are now reduced to a minimum upon the disappearance of the naval station for 
nuclear submarines armed with "Polaris" or "Poseidon" missiles. 


Hence, on that base there is planned an entire naval air world devoted to making 
it possible for the Navy Air Force (over 50 planes and helicopters) to be at 

all times at the maximum degree of operational efficiency. For this purpose, 
and within the budgetary limits in which the Navy operates, no one is sparing 
any effort. They work hard, but with the inspiration and gratification of 
knowing that the Navy's air branch will be gaining new vigor and new force each 
passing day. For the Navy, living in the present, has its gaze fixed on the 
future; because, as a Japanese admiral remarked, quite correctly, many years 
ago, "A Navy without wings is a Navy of the past." 


The Naval Air Group 


And the Spanish Navy's air destiny was again manifested in 1977, when the 
Fleet's Naval Air Group was created to improve the naval air training and 
to carry out the "promulgation of doctrine." 


The Naval Air Group constitutes an operational group consisting of the aircraft 
carrier "Dedalo,"' a group of escorts (destroyers and frigates), no fewer than 
three units with rotating shifts of 45 days, and the UNAEMB, or Airborne Unit 
which is usually composed of: four units from the Eighth Squadron, four units 
from the Fifth Squadron, four units from the Third Squadron and four units 
from the Sixth Squadron. 


Since its creation over 4 years ago, the activity of this force has been constant, 
for it not only participates in all of the fleet's general maneuvers, but also 
operates individually, so that it may be said that it is continuous; and its 
participation in joint exercises with outher Western Navies is also quite 
frequent. It is commanded by a rear admiral. 


The fruits of the seed planted in 1977 are now being reaped, because that "doc- 
trine" put forth at the time is now taking shape within the entire Navy, whose 
corporate mentality has a great "naval air" quality. And we are certain that 
it will go further in the immediate future, especially considering the fact 
that the government has just appointed to the top-ranking naval command post 
the Navy Chief of Staff, Adm D. Saturnino Suanzes de la Hidalga, the man who, 
for the past 20 years, has beencreating day by day each and every one of the 
helicopter squadrons; who advocated the purchase of the "Dedalo" and the 
"Matador" airplanes; who created the Naval Air Group, which he himself commanded 
during its first phase; and who was the leading promoter of the construction 

of the new aircraft carrier which is currently on the shipway at the El Ferrol 
shipyards. With Admiral Suanzes heading it, the Navy trusts that its naval 

air facet wiil be considerably expanded and improved. 


Facing that future precisely, let us say in concluding these comments that the 
next aircraft purchase has been set for the sophisticated SH-60 'LAMPS-III" 
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helicopters. This aircraft will be put aboard the new aircraft carriers (which 
will be launched next June), as well as on the new "FFG" frigates, at the rate 


of two SH-60's per frigate, and four or six on the aircraft carrier. Therefore, 
the squadron will not consist of less than 12 units.

EDEK OFFICIAL TO HELSINKI--Through its Secretary General Andreas Frydas, the 
Socialist Party EDEK will participate in the international conference for 
solidarity with Cyprus which will take place 8-9 May in the chamber of the Finnish 
Parliament.

NATIONAL MORAL SHORTCOMINGS ANALYZED, REDRESS ADVOCATED 
Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 8 May 82 p 4

Minister: Change Only With Worthy People"] 


[Text] This truly shocking news should make us reconsider and apply our- 
selves to a series of endemic, problems in our society. The essential truth 
that no kind of organized social life can exist without responsibility on 

all levels has been shoved aside and forgotten to such a degree in our 
personal and--far more--collective life, that we have been led to a situation 
which is, without exxageration, chaotic. Not only do we not assume responsi- 
bility for our own actions, we also do not expect anyone else to act responsi- 
bly. 


A demand for responsibility is viewed as "hardness and authoritarianism"; as 
a result, no kind of administration can be exercised, and the phenomena of 
paralysis are manifoldly increasing. 


In our country, uncaught acts of breach of duty, bribery, corruption and 
all categories of public prostitution remain essentially unpunished, are 
forgotten and pass away in time, if they do not become an object of joking, 
jesting and witticism. 


In Greece, "elasticity" of the conscience has come to be considered an 
attribute, an ability to adapt, a cleverness, indicative of a "liberal" 
stance and perception. In our country, not rudimentarily fulfilling your 
duty is one af the "self-evidents" of daily life and plundering the Public 
in a thousand ways is an excusable little misdemeanor. 


The tactic and technique of "oiling the palm" has risen to a science and in- 
stitution which erodes everything and is justified, if not also proven right, 
by resorting to the magic formula "the system is to blame." I wonder, since 
the system is to blame, if I am justified not only in not doing my duty, but 
also in stealing, bribing and taking bribes, and breaking all the articles of 
the Penal Code wherever and however I can. 


The interesting thing is that frequently this reasoning is covered with a veil 
of "progressiveness"; it presents itself as a kind of revolutionary action 
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against the establishment and authority. Namely, there is complete confusion, 
which makes honesty and consequence suspect, if not reprehensible. 


I do not know, nor can I know, up to what point the new government is aware 
of this problem. At any rate, the recent accusations of the National Bank 
governor:and the IKA [Social Insurance Foundation] governor show that there 
is a consciousness of the extent and degree of the corruption tormenting us 
from head to foot. However, and I am sorry for what I say, I am not satisfied. 


As long as anomalies and improprieties on such a scale are verified, the re- 
sponsibilities of certain persons should be made clear and the mechanism for 
penalties, in fact exemplary penalties, should be mobilized. If, in this 
phase, from this viewpoint, and under today's particularly favorable condi- 
tions, nothing changes, then we have failed further as a country. 


Cleansing is emerging as a first duty of the government, which ought to stop 
this indescribable circle of corruption and dissolution by any means, however 
tough. This is by no means an easy job in a country in which the citizen has 
not learned to not saw the branch on which he is sitting, in a country in 
which a strange mentality of rights without responsibilities has been consoli- 
dated, where opposite the "Taking" column there is no "Giving" column, 

in a country in which, by tradition, the state is considered an enemy and 
every perception of collective interest is actually non-existent. 


Specifically for this reason, the biggest adversary in the end, even more 

than corruption, is irresponsibility, inconsistency and unaccountability. 

The biggest adversary, because in its ranks serve, for example, the student 
who destroys the furniture in the classroom in which he is taught, and the 
unscrupulous employee or worker who suddenly dons the role of the “syndicalist 
in order to cover up his unacceptably poor performance. 


The current government will never be able to function and be effective with 
such "specifications.'' The openings to syndicalism and education, and pro- 
motion of the workers' participation on all levels--all correct and genuine 
progressive steps--presume honesty and responsibility, a responsibility which 
the government ought to demand from everyone, especially those who preached 
the change. 


Otherwise, the universe will be blown up, or all will become swampy and stick 
in the soil of this bottomless Greek moral "elasticity." First of all, the 
new people in public life must be really new in mentality and basically and 
primarily incorruptible. 


In any case, rubbish must not creep in, transformed into renovators or 
ravenous "lusters for power,'’ who will undermine the Greek people's great 
expectation. A highly inspired policy and great reforming administration can 
be practised only by worthy and just people, from the lowest to the highest 
level. They alone can be the support for the new government, which has the 
highest responsibility to smash the phenomena of dissolution, wherever it 

may be manifested: on the roads by hooligans, in administration, in the 
universities, in work places.... 
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Freedom and discipline are not antithetical concepts, they are conjugate 
concepts. Precisely today, under the new conditions, and with the large 
margins of confidence which the current government has, is the greatest 
opportunity for every Greek to become aware of this truth.

CHURCH DECISION ATTACKED--Orthodox priests who perform a civil marriage place 
themselves outside of the church and are deprived of its blessings and prayers, 
as the Holy Synod's 13 May encyclical stresses.
